and generosity strays 'through into the other days, so far as that 
man is? concerned the holidays have not accomplished tlieir purpose. 
Its good to concentrate the thankfulness of the year in one clear, 
strong hymn of thanksgiving on the holiday; equally important is It 
to leaven the remaining days of the year with the same spirit.

cover that our blessings surround us in a series of circles1. The out- 
ermost, tJio circles of national 'blessings; or perchance, if we are not 
too narrowly patriotic, we may discern a circle of blessings beyond1 


that, shared In common by all the peoples of God's earth. Within 
the..circle of national blessings come the benefits we enjoy as citi- 
zens of state and community. These laUer form the theme of a dis- 
course delivered on: November 30, 1854, in the Middle Street Baptist 
Church, by Rev. 'William Laimson1, .then pastor of the church. Speak- 
ing upon "Portsmouth, Its Advantages and Needs," he mentioned 
among the former, her geographical position, the variety of scenery 
her environs Sfford, her [population, "largo enough for all the pur- 
poses of social enjoyment and social culture, and yet not so largo 
as to be overcrowded," and her ihealthfulness; and among ner needs 


of these times, he refers to the need of a more generous public spir- 
it, of an outlay for public buildings, of an elevated standard of mor- 
als, and of a. more vital and spiritual Christianity. His sermon is 
old .fashioned In nothing save its date. Closer to us still comes the 
circle of home blessings, for Thanksgiving is preeminently an "old 
home day," when tho blessings of home receive new recognition. 
Still closer come the personal blessings too numerous and' too per- 
sonal to be listed.
